SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The revenue cutter 
Corwin from Honolulu arrived in the 
harbor shortiy after 12 o'clock, noon, 
and steamed to the Presidio, the mili- 
tary reservation west of the city, 
where officers, presumably bearing of- 
ficial dispatches, hurriedly landed. 

The Corwin then steamed up the bay, 
heading for Mare Island. When off 


Sausalito, a messenger from the Mer- 


chants’ Exchange attempted to board, 
but was refused permission to do so, 
All attempts of the reporters to get 
tidings from Hawaii from the Corwin 
met with a rebuff, 

The officers refused to hold a con- 
versation with any one. No one was 
allowed to board her, and no papers 


were allowed to be passed off. A regu-. 


lar messenger of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change,, who had put off in a small 
boat as soon as the cutter was sighted 
this morning, made an attempt. to 
aoa her at the entrance of the har- 

r. 

Capt. Munger, of the Corwin, shouted 
from the bridge, and not only refused 
to give any information but also refused 
to permit his boat to lie alongside the 
cutter, leaving the messenger to return 
again against the strong tide. A few 
miles further up the bay the Corwin 
sent an officer ashore in a small boat, 
and then proceeded toward Mare 
Island. 

The small revenue tug Hartly 
started after the Corwin, and as soon 
as she entered the barbor went along- 
side the cutter and of¥ered her serv- 
ices. Capt. Munger informed the com- 


mander of the Hartly that there was | 


no service he could perform for him, 
and refused to allow any one aboard.

AT MARE ISLAND. 


The Corwin's Return a Topic of Absorbing 
Interest to Nava! Officers. 

VALLEJO, Jan. 5.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The news of the arrival of 
U. 8. S. Thomas Corwin from Honolulu, 
and that instead of stopping at San 
Francisco she steamed ostensibly di- 
rect to Mare Island navy-yard cre- 
ated a ripple of excitement which has 
not been equaled here in many years, 
The news spread like wildfire, and be- 
fore 3 o'clock a score of observers was 
stationed at various points at the navy 
yard, with instructions to closely scru- 
tinize Gan Pablo Bay and report any 
vessel in sight. ' 

With the naval officers excitement ran 
high as to the object of the Corwin’s 
coming. At dusk a steamer was re- 
ported, which proved to be a steam 
schooner en voyage to Port Costa. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
vieited thre navy-yard tonight; and 
there interviewed several nawgal officers 
in hopes of gaining some information. 
Nothing other than conjectures could 
be elicited although those interviewed 
were anxious to communicate. It was 
ascertained, however, that up to 6 
o'clock no dispatches had been received 
at the government telegraph office rel- 
ative to the Corwin, or her arrival 
inside the Golden Gate. From those in

The Auckland _Dispaten About Honoluta Af- 
fa'es "ites Great Interest. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Associated Press 
cable from Auckland, announcing that 
Minister Willis had notified the pro- 
visional government to retire, as the 
Queen had agreed to grant amnesty, 
has been an absorbing topic in Con- 
gressional circles today. Word came 
from the State Department to the For- 
eign Affairs Committee, but, as no 
mention 
reported action, the information was 
doubted by Chairman McCreary, Mr. 
Raynor and others of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. Mr. McCreary said 


it would give a most startling turn to) 


the situation if it proved true. 

Mr. Hitt, the Republican leader of 
the Forcign Affairs Committee, said 
that if Minister, Willis had taken the 
action reported it would precipitate a 
tenipest.

Got Away. 


Roll-calls for Hours Fail to 
| Catch It, 


Party Men in High 
‘Feather 


People’s. 


With a Hold on the Balance of 
Power. 


Representative Boutelle Opens the Ball—Mr. 
Catchings Demands the Previous 
Question—The wemocratic Mem- 
bers Meet in Caucus.

WASHINGTON Jan. 5.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) The power of the Com- 

mittee on Rules was invoked today to 


break down the obstructions in the~ 


path of the tariff debate. An iron-clad 
order was brought in setting out a 
programme for debate and fixing Jan- 
uary 25 as the date for taking the final 


‘Aote. This resulted only in sidetracking 


Representative Boutelle and his Ha- 
waiian resolution as, when a vote was 
taken on the adoption of the order, the 
Democrats lacked nine votes of a quo- 
rum. -At least twenty Democrats ‘at 
the Capitol either absented themselves 
from the hall or refused to answer 
their names wien called. 

For four hours the Democratic lead- 
ers tried roll-call after roll-call to bring 
men into line, but Instead of gaining 
they lost yotes on each successive roll- 
call. The Populists, with the exception 
of Mr. Bell of Colorado, also _ de- 
clined to aid the Democrats to get the 
bill before the House, giving as a reason 
the short limit which it was proposed 
to set on debate. Their votes would 


have made up a quorum. Today's pro- 


ceedings are therefore of additional im- 
portance as marking the first time in 
the history of either bramch of Con- 
gress since the organization of a 
third party that its members have 
held the balance of power. 

Immediately ager reading the journal 
the row began™ Mr. Boutelle was on 
hig feet clamoring for recognition to 
call up the Hawaiian resolution but 
the Speaker recognized Mr, Catchings 
from the Committee on Rules to. pre- 
sent the special order, adopted just be- 
fore ti® House convened. Mr. Bou- 
telle loudly insisted upon knowing at 
had become of his privileged resolu- 


rtion which had been called up yester- 


day. 

The Speaker replied rather sharply 
that yesterday’s proceedings had fallen 
with the adjournment and the’ report 
called up from the Committee on Rules 
was a matter of the highest privilege. 

Mr. Burrows, amid great confusion, 
reserved all points of order, and when 
Mr. Catchings demanded the previous 
question on the report of the Rules 
Committee Boutelle raised the question 
of consideration. 

The Speaker decided that Mr. Bou- 
telle was out of order. The latter ap- 
pealed from the decision and _ the 
Speaker, amid some evidences of satis- 
faction on the Democratic — side, 
promptly refused to entertain ¢he ap- 
peal. The Speaker was about to state 
the question on Mr. Catching’s de- 
mand for the previous question when 
Mr. Burrows called attention to the 
fact that he had reserved ail points of 
order and desired to .be heard. 

The Speaker graciously ytelded and 
Burrows made the point of order that 
the special order presented by Mr. 
Catchings had originated in the com- 
mittee instead of the House, and as it 
carried with it the change of existing 
rules (giving leave to print to all mem- 
bers who so desired) it should, accord- 
ing to existing rules, have had its in- 
ception in thé House instead of in com- 
mittee, 

After some debate and discussion of 
precedents the Specker overruled the 
point of order. A voté was taken on 
the demand for the -previous question 
on the adoption of the report of the 
Committee on Rules. The Republicans 
declined to vote, and several Demo- 
crats, who were in the hall and were 
known to be opposed to the tariff bill, 
also remained mute. Among them 
were Messrs. Sperry of Connecticut. 
Haines of New York, Robertson of 
Louisiana and Ryan of New York. The 
vote resulted 169 to 1, or nine less. than 
quorum. 

As soon as no quorum had been an- 
nounced by the Speaker, on motion of 
Mr. Catchings, a call of the House was 
ordered. The call developed the pres- 
ence of 273 members. The motion then 
recurred on the demand for the pre- 
vious question on the adoption of the 
special order. The Republicans sat 
silent in their seats, and a small coterie 
of Democrats, led by Sperry, declined 
to aid their Democratic brethren in an 
effort to secure a quorum. Mr. Sperry, 
in fact, actively busied himself in rais- 
ing the standard of revolt, going so 
far as to ask Democratic members to 
refrain from voting. | 

Mr. Cadmus of New Jersey was the 
additional Democrat who declined to 
vote on the roll-call. 
169 to 0. Instead of gaining, the Demo- 
crats lost on their roll-call, lacking 
eleven of a quorum. Mr. Outhwaite 
moved a call of the House. Mr. Reed 
demanded a division, and the call was 
ordvred—104 to 31. The call developed 
the presence of 259 members. Further 

roceedings under the call were dis- 


taken on the-demand for the previous 
question.

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 


Speaker Crisp Takes the Chill Off the Pro- 
ceedings. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) There was a good at- 
tendance at the Democratic caucus to- 
night. Mr. Holman presided, It is es- 
timated that 147 out of a total of 216 
House Democrats, were ‘present when 
the proceedings began. It was decided 
to limit the speeches to five minutes. 


Mr. Wheeler made a vigorous speech 


against putting coal and iron ore on the 
j free list. Speaker Crisp followed. He 
offered a resolution, declaring it. the 
duty of every Democrat to vote gcon- 
sideration of the tariff bill and 
also the duty of all Democrats to at- 
tend the sessions of the House and 
maintain a quorum until the tariff bill 
is disposed of. 

In a ringing speéch Speaker Crisp 
sharply reprimanded the Democrats as 
responsible for the inaction of the 
House during the past three days. He 
said the proper way to act for those 
dissatisfied would be to take the bil 
up and have it considered, They would 
be given an opportunity to offer amend- 
ments, and these amendments, under 
the terms of the resolution of the 
Committee on Rules, could be voted 
upon. 

No member would lose any of his 
rights, and it would be to the Honor 
and credit of the party to go forward 
and legislate. The party had been 
given a commission from the people, 
and it was its duty to carry it out. 
The spectacle of the past three days 
had been a disgrace to the large Dem- 
ocratic majority in the House, and 
he sincerely hoped that it would not 
be repeated. The words of the Speaker 
were loudly cheered. : 

Gen. Sickles of New York, in reply- 

ing to the Speaker, declared it was no 
part of the duty of any Democrat to 
vote for the consideration of a revenue 
bill some features of which had not 
yet been reported by committee. He 
directed his assault chiefly against the 
proposition for an incomé tax. 
* Repfesentative Sperry of Connecti- 
cut followed on the same line, justify- 
ing his course in refusing to vote on 
practically the same grounds. He care- 
fully avoided mention of the tobacco 
schedule, which is understood to be the 
chief ground of-his objection to the 
Wilson bill. 

Mr. Outhwaite followed in support 
of the Speaker's position, declaring the 
time allotted for debate was enough 
and more thé. enotigh. What tue 
country wanted was action. Mr. Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvania contended that 
there was not time enough. 

Mr. Robertson of Louisiana who had 
refrained from voting for the last 
three days except on the last vote to- 
day, and who is opposing free sugar, 
created something of a sensation by a 
ringing speech in support of the reso- 
lution. He wanted the Democratic tar- 
iff bill pased though the Wilson bill 
discriminated against his State. He had 
started out to oppose its consideration 
but when he beheld the Republicans 
in a solid phalanx charging the broken 
lines of the Democratic party his Dem- 
ocratic blogd arose. and he resolved to 
support the Democratic measure with 
the hope that his party would over- 
rule the committee on the sugar prop- 
osition. 

DeWitt Warner of Kentucky also 
supported the Speaker's resolution. He 
had received two thousand letters in 
the past few weeks from his constitu- 
ents, many of whom opposred certain 
features of the bill. but on one proposi- 
tion they were a unit: They wanted 
the uncertainty removed; they wanted 
the Hore to act. &nd act at once. 
Loud applause greeted the statement. 

After furthcr debate the Crisp reso- 
lution was adopted without division, as. 
follows: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this caucus that it is the duty of every 
Democratic member of the House to 
vote for the pending resolution pro- 
viding for consideration of the tariff 
bill in order that the House may have 
an opportunity to redeem the pledges 
of the party respecting tariff reform. 

“Resolved, that is the duty of every 
Democratic member of the House to 
attend the daily sessions, and we here- 
by express the opinion that those mem- 
bers absent owe it to the ty and 
to those of us who are here to®immedi- 
ately return in order that -pressing 
public business may be attended to.” 

Another resolution was adopted that 
it is the sense of the caucus that if the 
proposition for an income tax is re- 
ported from the committee two days 
additional be given for debate. 


After the resolutions had been 
adopted, Messrs. Harter of Ohio and 
Robertson of Louisiana introduced 


amendments providing for a duty on 
sugar, but before a vote was had on 
either amendment Chairman Holman 
recognized Mr. Black of Georgia to 
move an adjournment. The motion 
was carried with a rush, and at 10 
o'clock the Democratic caucus ad- 
journed. 

After adjournment Chairman Wilson 
said thescaucus was entirely satisfac- 
tory to him. “It has shown that the 
great Democratic heart is beating for 
the people,” he said; ‘‘the resolutions 
passed express the sense of the party 
in the fullest.”’

The decree declaring 
Sicily to be in a state of siege is 
prefaced by the report of the minis- 
ters to the King which says that the 
deplorable neglect and growing evfis 
of recent years have led to a serious 
situation, requiring exceptional treat- — 
ment. Ignorant and deluded Popu- 
lists, led by individuals addicted to 
every kind of crime, have fomented 
pillage, incendiarism, murder and ra- 
pine. It is evident that a an organizing 
committee exists which is responsible 
for this disorder. The committee meets 
daily at Palermo. 

A dispatch from the correspondent of 
a Neapolitan paper at Palermo an- 
nounces a serious riot -at Marinoo, @ 
town of 3000 inhabitants, The rioters 
attacked the town hall, and thirty of 
the rioters were killed and. fifty 
wounded by the troops. 

At Caltinesetta ‘there was @ demon- 
stration under the auspices of the 
Fasci del Lavoratori. One of the sol- 
diers was wounded by a peasant, and 
the troops fired a volley into the riot- 
ers, killing ten and wounding others. 

A telegram from Palermo says the 
Central Committee of the Fasci del 
Tavoratori has issued a manifesto de 
manding concessions from the gevern- 
ment in order to test the genuineness 
of the humanitarian declarations of 
the ‘bourgeois, This manifesto led to 
the arrest of the leaders of the Fasci 
del Lavoratori. 

The police of Pxlermo have <Gissolv7d 
the local branch of the Fasci del Lavo- 
ratori of Palermo, and have seized im- 
portant documents which will be used 
in the prosecution of the men now in 
custody. 


A TOWN DEMOLISHED. 


The Nicaraguan Forces Capture the Town of 
Choluteca,. Honduras. 

NEW .YORK, Jan. 5.—(By the Agso- 
clated Press.) The Herald's dispatch 
from Managua, Nicaragua, says that 
Gen. Nemadora is in command of the 


Nicaragua forces, who are marching 
against Honduras. The troops are now 
intrenched near Los Angeles, with 


forces of 1500 men.

Uncle Sam's Printing Office Turns Out an 
Interesting Volume. 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The printing office to- 
day issued a volume containing the 
President‘s special message on Hawaii 
with the accompaning correspondence 
asked by the Senate resolution. It con- 
tains reports from Minister Wilils not 
vet published. Among them is one 
dated Honolulu. Nov. 11 which 
Mr. Willis expresses the intention of 

affording protection to the Queen. 
“Neither side.”’ says Mr. Willis, “‘has 
the vaguest idea of the position of our 
government and consequently no out- 
break has yet occurred. though every 
night is filled with rumors.” 

Minister Willis says he is inclined to 
give advice to the Japanese Counsel- 
General as to sending to his govern- 
ment for a man-of-war. hut told him 
that if he requested the United States 
would extend protection to the Japan- 
ese people, provided they were non- 
participants in the trouble. 

In a letter dated November 16 Willis

The last message from Willis was 
dated December 4, after having re- 
ceived Secretary Gresham's second set 
of instructions based upon the defiant 
attitude of the provisional government 
Mr. Willis says: ‘Active defensive 
preparations have been going on for 
several days;- otherwise the situation 
is about the same. The feeling is in- 
tense but hope to preserve the status 
until further instructions. The gov- 
ernment last Wednesday inquired as 
to the authenticity of your published 
letter and the intentions of the Presi- 
dent. I have declined today to ans- 
wer. Prompt action is desirable.’

MEXICAN CONCESSIONS, 


No Cash Subsidy, but a Large Land Grant 
for the Phoenix Road. 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The terms of the con- 
cession received by President Carlson, 
of the San Diego and Phoenix Rail- 
road, from the Mexican government 
have been made public. Coritrary to 
the general understanding, no cash sub- 
sidy is given by Mexico for the con- 
struction of the road, but the provi- 
sions of the contract are otherwise very 
liberal. 

The time of the concession is ninety- 
nine yvears, and one contract covers 
both lines from Tia Juana to Yuma 
and the branch from Tia Juana to En- 
senada. Right-of-way is given for the 
entire length of each line, ten~meters 
in width through the public lands, with 
permission to use all materials on the 
ground to build or repair the road. 
All deposits of coal found on the line 
are to become the property of the com- 
pany. The right to construct a tele- 
graph line is granted. 

Eight years are allowed for the com- 
pletion of the work, and six months 
for the beginning of the preliminary 
survey. Express exemption for fifteen 
years from all classes of import duties 
is given for the importation of mate- 
rial, supplies, ete., for the road, and 
the road is declared to be free from all 
taxation of whatever character, ex- 
cepting a stamp tax for thirty years. 

With the concession is a contract 
whereby land for colonization purposes 
is granted. . This comprises a -strip 
twenty miles in width along the rail- 
road right-of-way for its entire length. 

There must be 1000 families settled 
upon this land within eight years. Arc 
the country traversed is rich in re- 
sources, no diificulty is apprehended in 
securing colonists when the railroad is 
constructed.

The Regrading Proposition is 
Stronzly Indorsed. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Northwest Im- 
provement Assbciation—What an 
Investigation of the Pro- 
tesis Revealed. 


The Northwest Improvement Asso- 
ciation held a special meeting last even- 
ing. 

The Committee on Schools reported 
that the City Council had ordered the 
grading of Centennial avenue, between 
Alpine street and Bellevue avenue. 

The Committee cn Street Railways 
reported progress in the matter of 
transfers. between the electric and 
femple-street cable lines, also that pe- 
titions for the issuance of such trans- 
fers had been presented to both com- 
panies. 

J..H. Melvill, who had been appoint- 
ed to investigate into the repre:enta- 
tions made by the protests submitted 
against the Temple-street cut, present- 
ed a statement in reference to the pro- 
posed regrading. The City Engineer had 
reported the total frontuge in the a:- 
sessment district as 158.250 feet and the 
total frontage represented by the pro- 
test as 88,352 Leet. 

Mr. Melvill stated that he had foun 
1316 feet which were not in the dis- 
trict. There were 1445 feet signed by, 
parties as attorneys in fact, 9/21 fee. 
y parties as agents and 343 feet for 
estates, but no evidence that the par- 
ties signing had authority to act in this 
class of caves. 

It had also been found that many 
parties having corner lots or lots hav- 
ing more than one frontage, had pro- 
tested for the aggregate amount of 


manner amounted to more than 14,000 
feet. There were a number of cases, 
amounting to more than 56000 feet in 
all, where several parties owned a 
plece of property in common and where 
one of them had signed as represent- 
ing the whole of the piece of property, 
but had not produced his authority 
for doing so.

whereas, the Temple-street- hill is a 
Serious obstacle to the general improve- 
ment and prosperity of the northwest 
part. of the city and sooner or later 
inevitably must be cut down to meet 
the requirements of a large and pro- 
gressive metropolis such as Los Ange- 
les is destined to be, which work, if 
now postpoued, will iwvolve an immense 
expenditure of money in the future; 
and, whereas, the opposition to this im- 
portant and sorely-needed improvement 
emrinates from a greatly-exaggerated 
estimate of cost to individual property- 
owners and a woful lack of apprecia-

“In connection with the above we’ 
think it is but only fair to state that 
we do not think there is 
one person in the district who 
would wish to-see his neighbor suffer 
on account of having the improvement 
made; that whatever mmy be the outlay 


it will come back ten fold. through.|~ 


increase in value of the lots after the 
improvement is made. We are in- 
formed by parties who are in a posi- 
tion to know that the assessment will 
hardly be more than $2 or $3 per foot 
for the lots that are most benefited, 
and not less than 10 to 20 cents per 
front foot for those least benéfited by 
the improvement. It also ought to be 
mentioned that according to the City 
Engineer there are 158,250 feet of as- 
sessable frontage in the district. On 
six different protests, whch have been 
filed against the work at different times, 
experts who have been employed have 
been unable to find more than 67,000 
assessable feet of frontage, though it 
is a known fact that almost every 
property-owner in the district has ben 
seen and asked to sign the protest. On 
these protests there appear 399 names, 
a great many of which are not even 
those of residents of the ward, and 
only 200 of which are those of persons 
who cast their votes in the Second 
Ward. When it’ is considered that 
there.are over two thousand qualified 
voters in the Second Ward it will 
be seen that only.about. one-

The City Counci' met in special ses- 
sion Friday afterncon. President Weed 
- presided and all the Trustees were pres- 
ent except Mr. Lukens. | 
The bond of W. H. Weight in the 
sum of $6000, with George T. Downing 
and W. T. Grimes as sureties was ap- 
proved. Mr. Weight is one of three 
commissioners appointed to have 
charge of the matter of widegipg Ray- 
mond avenue, between Locust and 


Walnut streets. The bonds of the other 


commissioners, Messrs. J. A. Buch- 
anan and Calvin Hartwell. were sub- 
mitted and approved at the previous 
meeting. 

A petition was presented signed by 
propertiy-owners that Maylin 
street be graded, cur and guttered. 
The petition was granted, and a reso- 
lution was passed to the above effect. 
THE STREET-LIGHTING CONTRACT 

AWARDED. 

The principal object of the meeting 
was to take action in the matter of 
awarding a contract for street- light- 
ing. It will be remembered that at 
the previous meeting the Pasadena 
Electric Light and Power Company 
put in four bids for one, two, three 
and five years respectively. The matter 
was taken-up and discussed at consid- 
-erable length. After careful considera- 
tion it was détermined to award the 
contract to this company for a term 
of three years at the figures named in 
the bid: Fifty lamps of 2000 candle- 
power each at $10 per month each, on 
a 1 o’clock-moonlight schedule, 
75 cents per lamp per month added for 
an all-night moonlight schedule, with 
the privilege of adding ten or more 
lamps of 1200 candle-power during the 
coming year at the rate of $9.50 per 
month each. 

‘TURBETT VS. BROWN. 

Much time was then given up to the 
-ease of George E,: Brown, an ex-mem- 
ber of the fire department. Last sum- 
mer Brown went East and had Mr. 
Sutliff act as substitute during his ab- 
sence. The latter, having missed show- 
ing up at two fires and three drills in 
Fuccession, was suspended by Assis- 
tant Chief Hovey. In the opinion of 
Mr. Hovey the suspension of Mr. Sut- 
liff meant the suspension of Mr. Brown 
and so when the latter returned a few 
days later, he founda wide gap yawn- 
ing between himself and the hook-and- 
ladder branch of the fire department.

L. H. Buchanan, a well-known elec- 
trical expert, who had oeen appointed 
to find out whether or not the Paa@a- 
dena Electric Company was living up 
to its contract in the matter of light- 
ing the streets by electricity. submitted 
his report, which showed up this much- 
abused corporation in a.highly favorable 
light. The report states that the com- 
‘pany operates a Thomson-Houston 
dynamo with a capacity of fifty-four 
1200-candle power acc lamps, or about 
17 Kilo Watts. The speed required is 
850 revolutions; he found the armature 
making 870 revolutions. The average 
voltage of the lamps was 51.45, where- 
as but 48 volts are required to fulfill the 
conditions of the contract. The current 
was found to be absolutely correct, 6.8 
amperes, and full-canile arc lamps 
were reported to be in use.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Directors’ Meeting of the Cham- 
_, ber‘ of Commerce. 


Length—The Success of the Factory 
Assured—General News 
Notes. 


The borrd of directors of the Orange 
County Chamber of Commerce met 
Thursday evening in the office of the 
secretary with Messrs. McFadden, Mos- 
baugh, Roper, Balcom, Nickey, Taylor, 
Lacy, Ey and the secretary present. 

The principal business before ‘the 
board was to discuss certain beet-sugar 
propositions that had been brought up, 
and this was done in a business-like 
manner. 

W. 8S. Taylor was asked to give what 
in-ormation he had on this subject, to 
the board, and in reply he stated that 
he had interviewed responsible parties 
who are ready to furnish the amount 
of money necessary to erect a factory 
just as soon as the fact is satisfactorily 
demonstrated that this locality has the 
proper soil, and enough of it, for the 
successful cultivation of the beet. Mr. 
Taylor advised that steps be taken at 
once to ascertain what portions of the 
country contiguous to -Santa Ana are 
peculiarly adapted to the cultivation of 
the beet and to what extent. 

Frank Ey was of the opinion that ad- 
vantage could be taken of the ex- 
perience of Chino and Anaheim in ex- 
perimental plantings, and that Santa 
Ana could, on expert advice and ex- 
amination of the land in the com- 
munity, secure the assistance of capi- 
talists in the erection of the factory. 
This plan, however, was not considered 
feasible by the board and President 
McFadden and W. 8S. Taylor were ap- 
pointed a committee to employ a man 
or men to circulate a petition for signa- 
tures among farmers who will agree to 
plant and cultivate experimental 
patches of beets the coming season. 

H. A. Pierce of Los Angeles, the 
sugar-beet orator of the Anaheim Co- 
operative Company, was present and 
spoke enthusiastically of the sugar- 
beet prospects in‘Anaheim and vicinity. 
Mr. Pierce stated that the Anaheim Co- 
operative Company would, in a few 
days, receive about 30,000 pounds of 
beet seed from France, and that if the 
farmers in this vicinity wanted to test 
their lands for beets the company 
would furnish them the seed, and that 
when the beets were matured they 
would be tested in the Anaheim labora- 
tory free of charge. He further stated 
‘hat the time to plant beet seed was 
from February 1 to June 1. 

F. P. Nickey stated that he had had 
a conversation with a gentleman in 
this community who had but recently 
returned from the East, whv said he 
would take $20,000 worth of stock in a 
factory in Santa Ana providing the 
Democratic Congress did not remove 
the present bounty on sugar. 

Others spoke enthusiastically of the 
establishment of a factory in or near 
Santa Ana, and as evidence that there 
is plenty of room in Orange county for 
two or more factories, some statistics 
were given,in reference to the produc- 
tion of sugar that are eloquent, to say 
the least. One gent'eman stated au- 
thoritatively that it would require 70) 
factories of the capacity of the great 
Chino factory to supply the annual 
sugar product now consumed.in the 
United States, and as a matter of fact 
there were now only six of these seven 
hundred to-be factories in operation, 
the remainder of the sugar product be- 
ine o° foreien imnrort. 

It was the general feeling of those 
present that the time had come for 
an ative canvass to be made in the 
matter of establishing a factory in 
this portion of the valley, and the ball 
was started rolling by the subsequent 
appointment of J. W. McClellan, by the 
committee of Messrs. McFadden and 
Taylor, to canvass the country south 
and west of the city. in an endeavor 
to get all or nearly all of the farmers 
to put out a smail area of beets this 
season in order to test the adaptability 
of the soil to this produc The selec- 
tion is a good one, and Mr. McClellan 
will no doubt succeed in getting almost 
every farmer to plant out a small 
area to beets the coming season. When 
this is done, and it is demonstrated 
that the soil is suited to béet culture, 
as it no doubt will be, then the ques- 
tion of raising the money for the con- 
struction of the factory will be taken 
up and pushed to a successful end.

DEAD OX THE DESERT 


Probable Fate of S. W. 
Pratt. 


Perished in His Search for the 
Lost Pegleg. 


Last Seen Alive Near the Station of 
Walters. 


At That Time He Was Sick, With but a 
Small Supply of Provisions 

and a Canteen of 

Water. | 


) From all that can be learned it 
seems very certain that S. W. Pratt 
has perished out on the desert either 
from sickness or lack of water, while 
engaged in what has proven a vain 
search for the lost Pegleg mine. 

Pratt is a San Francisco man, a 
millwright by occupation, though a 
miner by choice. About two years ago 
he decided to start for hte desert, and 
since that time has spent a great deal 
of time in the useless quest. Hereto- 
fore he has managed to find his way 
back to civilization safely, but the last 
trip has evidently proven his doom. 


S. W. Pratt, who is supposed to have 
in the desert. 

The first three trips were made by 
parties who left Salton station and 
went southward. 

The fourth trip Pratt made himself, 
with but an Indian guide to accom, 
pany him. The guide deserted him 


he returned to Salton alone, after much 
difficulty and great suffering. On his 
return trip his pack burro died, and 
he was obliged to carry his provisions 
and bedding on his back. When he 
reached Salton he was utterly worn 


too weak to travel. He went back to 
San Francisco to recuperate, and, in 
March of last year, he started out 
again for the desert, first coming to this 
city in search of a partner. Not being 
able to find any one willing to make 
the dangerous trip, he went alone, and 
since that time his wife in San Fran- 
cisco has heard nothing from him, and 
no information was obtainable as to 
what route he had taken. 

Yesterday a Times reporter met John 

who owns a cattle ranch out 
near Salton, and from him learned 
that when last seen Pratt was alone 
and sick, but still persistent in his de 
termination to find the lost mine. 

“Several months ago,” said Mr. Lang, 

“Pratt stopped at arplace about twelve 
miles from Indie. He then had a box 
of provisions and blankets weighing in 
all about one hundred pounds. I car- 
ried him te @ point about twenty-five 
miles from Walters station. Then I 
toak a left-hand road to Fish Creek and 
he the right-hand one. He had told 
me that he expected to find a ledge of 
lithographic rock somewhere out in the 
demert and this as well as the lost 
imine seemed to be part of his quest. 
| Before he left to take the right-hand 
‘road I asked him to stay and eat lunch 
with us, and to this he consented. At 
that time he complained of being sick 
and said ‘I don’t know whether I had 
better go back to Walters or keep on, 
{ feel awful bad.’ He finally concluded 
to go on after traveling so far and 
started off. I heard nothing more of 
him. 
In the course of my conversation with 
Pratt he told me that he had had a 
Freneh partner called Pete previously, 
but that they had got into a dispute 
and sepgrated. The Frenchman,#it 
seems, knew where the lithographic 
stone ledge was and Pratt feared that 
he might have laid claim to it. Pratt 
said that if he had there would be 
trouble between them. When he left 
me he had nothing but his provisions, 
bedding’ and a canteen of water. From 
where he said he was going to where 
tT left him is only about fifteen miles, 
hut there is no water to be obtained 
near there.’’ 

Mr. Lange was certain that if Pratt 
had gone further down the valley he 
would have been seen by some of the 
herders, and he was of the firm belief 
that the venturesome miner's bones now 
lie bleaching on the desert sands. 

It was stated that a search party 
had gone out from this city several 
days ago to look for the missing man, 
but this report has not been confirmed. 


SHOOTING APPFRAY.

The Colorado River Irrigation Enterprise. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 28, 1893.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) So many 
misconceptions seem to exist regard- 
ing the Colorado River Irrigation Com- 
pany and the character of the lands 
that it proposes to reclaim, that I 
desire to make this general statement 
which is intended for your personal 
information; but which you are at lib- 
erty to use as you see fit. . 

The company owns 1,500,000 acres of 
land in Sonora, Mexico, lying to the 
east of the Colorado River and along 
the eastern shore of the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. The original intention was the 
the irrigation of this tract, but an ex- 
amination of the lands to the west of 


the river, and especially that tract in 
San Diego county, Known as the 
“New River country” or “Salton 


Basin,” led to this decision; that, inas- 
much as the. Sonora lands were exempt 
from taxation for fifteen years, the 
better proposition would be to leave 
them for the present and direct all 
efforts to the irrigation of the Cali- 
fornia lands, providing the feasibility 
of the latter scheme could be shown. 
On account of the magnitude of the 
proposition, the proof of its feasibility 
required the projection of very accur- 
ate, 
sive surveys, and on this work alone 
we have expended nearly $35,000, but 
have proven beyond a dou the en- 
tire feasibility of the proposition. Our 
canals will cover nearly 1,250,000 acres 
in San Diego county. We do not 
claim that the entire tract is Iirrigable, 
on the contrary, a very large area 
known as “Salton sink,”’ and contain- 
ing about 190,000 acres, in saline and 
worthless for agricultural purposes, al- 
‘though it is a very important feature 
in the general plan of irrigation. Since 
this entire Salton basin is below 
sea level, it is manifestly im- 
possible to take care of the 
grainage and surplus’ water, except 

evonomation, and this immense salt 
lake then, which lies at the bottom of 
Whit ve used aS an evaporat- 
ng pan, and not, as stated by several 
California papers, as a reservoir. The 
good agricultural hands subje*t to irri- 
gation will aggregate not iess than 
950,000 acres. Some 750,000 acres of this 
f\ie in one body to the south of the 
Salton sink ard the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and extend on the west and 
south to the San Jacigto Mountains 
ind the Mexican line, and include tine 
“New River country” which is well 
known to many residents of Southern 
California. Into this section the com- 
pany proposes to bring its first canal, 
which wi!l carry a sufficient amount of 
water for the irrigation of 400,000 acres. 
I desire to state ‘here most emphat- 
ioally that this great central basin, 
which will be the scene of our first 
developments, does not contain ‘“‘drift- 
ing sands."" The formation the 
country is such that much esand is 
h'ehlyvy imnrroBable. ‘if not impossibje, 
and as a matter of fact it does not ex- 


except around the old gea beach 
and extending in places a short dis- 
tance’ below it. The great interior 


basin, below sea level, Bas been par- 
tially filled in past ages with the sedi- 
mentary deposits from the Colorado 

River. and the lands are, then, of 
precisely the same formation and char- 
acter as the bottom lands along the 
river which are widely known for 
their great fertility. As to the owner- 
ship of the lands, the irrigation com- 
nany has purchased from the Southern 
Pacific Railroad all lands covered by 
the land grant to that company that 
-lie below the levels of the proposed 
eanals. The reage included in this 
vurchase is approximately 470,000, and 
*xtends to .a line parallel with and 
thirty miles from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. The railroad company does 
not, as has been stated, claim title to 
these lands as an assignee of the Texas 
Pacific but by virtue of its own grant, 
dated Mafch 3, 1871. Our work so far 
has been entirely that of organization. 
the securing of the necessary rights- 
of-way and land contracts, and the 
Jevelopment of our plans, financial and 
engineering, in such perfection that 
when built our work will be a complete 
success. Now, if my statements are 
true, and they can very easily be in- 
vestigated, then the development of this 
great irrigation project will be a large 
factor in the wealth and welfare of 
Southern California and its two princi- 
pal towns, Los Angeles and San Diego, 
and if the Colorado River Irrigation 
Company is working honestly and ina 
business-like manner for the further- 
ance of this great end, then we are de- 
serving of the support of the press and 
of the people of California, and I 
would suggest that the honesty of our 
intentions and business methods can- 
not well be proven through the reports 
of those who are evidently antagonistic 
and have their personal ax to grind 
at our stone.

Our Very High School. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 5.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) As The Times 
has started in on the good work of put- 
ting the public in possession of in- 
formation in regard to the expenditure 
of public money in the city and county 
of Los Angeles, permit me to indicate 
one of the channels through which an 
unnecessary leakage of nearly $10,000 a 
year percolates. 

It is a grand thing to enjoy the proud 
distinction of being the most expensive- 
ly managed city of like population in 
the United States, but we may appre- 
ciate that fact more fully if we have 

me familiar details to gloat over. 

ere are some: '

It will be noticed, first, that the 
teachers, in the High School for the 
present year are to be paid for twelve 
months work although they will actually 
teach only eight or nine months; their 
salaries, thanks to a_ liberal-minded 
school board, to continue on through 
vacation. 

It will be noticed, secondly, that there. 
are two assistants or heads of depart- 
ments this year at a salary of $150. per 
month each, for twelve months, aggre- 
gating $3600—a luxury not indulged in 
last year, possibly because everybody 
was hard-up thén under a Republican 
administration, while now, under tri- 
umphant Democracy, We are all pros- 
perous. See? 

It will be noticed, thirdly, that the 
princival is $1050 more this year 
than last. 

If you have well digested these three 
points, I call your attention to the fact 
not made apparent above, that there 
are this year in the High Scnool three 
teachers who are supposed teach 
Latin, one of them teaches nothing else, 
while of the others, one also teaches 
bookkeeping .and the otner figures as 
the “head of a department.” You will 
notice, therefore, fourthly, that it takes 
three teachers to teach the high school- 
ers Latin, while it requires only the 
same number, at less salary, to teach 
German, French and Spanish. The first, 
hoWever, being a dead language, cannot 
speak for itself and is therefore more 
difficult to teach; but let that pass. 

rmsore are in actual attendance at the 
High School about 500 pupils a large 
Pprvportion of whom properly belong to 
the eighth and ninth grades of the 
public schools, and are not popularly 
supposed to be in vital need of a diet 
of dead languages and of the classics. 

It may not be generally known that 
home talent was not thought to be 
sufficiently—something—for the high re- 
quirements of a high-school teacher, so 
that there have been a number of im- 
portations of teachers for the present 
year. Foreigners come high, but we 
seem to need them In our present condi- 
tion of high culture. But this is enough 
for the city taxpayer's weak digestion 
at one time. I only ask in conclusion: 
Is there $10,000 worth of imprevement 
noticeable in our High School this year 
as compared with last?

Beaten on the Street by His 
Divorced Wife

Exciting Noonday Scene on Spring 
Street Yesterday. 


: 
Hard Words Pass Between the Attorney and 
His Former Spouse. Followed by 
Blows and Then the 
Whipping. 


W. W. Holcomb, who has of late 
won considerable unenviable notoriety 
by his connection with the sensational 
divorce case of Hyland vs. Hyland, 


yesterday. which he will not be anx- 
ious to have repeated at any very early 
date, for it will take some time for 
the ugly welts on his face, caused by 
the vigorous application of a wagon- 
whip, to heal; as well as for his lacer- 
ated feelings to entirely cease sting- 
ing. 
It was the lawver’s former wife, and 
the same Mrs. Hyland of the divorce 
case, who acted as the disturbers of his 
peace of mind, and the instrument 
principally brought into play was a 
strong and _ “(flexible horsewhip, the 
work of which was ably supplemented 
by a vigorous use of fists and nails. 
It was the first public whipping that 
has occurred for months and it cre- 
ated no little excitement at the time. 
Just about noon yesterday Holcomb 
walked out of his office, at the corner 
of First and Spring streets, and started 
to go for his lunch. Any one who 
might have been observing him would 
have seen two women immedl- 
ately cross over from the opposite cor- 
ner, and follow him with an expression 
of determination in their eyes which 
boded no good to the pursued. They 
were Mrs. Holcomb and Mrs. Hyland. 
When between Second and Third, on 
Spring street, the attorney was aware 
for the first time that he was being 
followed, and he seemed very much 
perturbed when the two women over- 
took him. As soon as Mrs. Hyland 
approached near enough she launched 
into a tirade against Holcomb, but the 
latter finally managed to break away 
and beat a hasty retreat down toward 
the Stimson Block. He then followed 
out, his original intention of getting 
lunch, and entered the Saddlerock fes- 
taurant with that purpose in view. 
When -he had concluded his meal 
he came out “and found, much to his 
dismay, that the women were waiting 
for him in the next doorway,. anxious 
to resume the argument. On the side- 


walk they confronted him, and Mrs 
Holcomb becoming enraged at 
something that he said seized 


a whip from a convenient wagon and 
began to ply it about his neck and 
shoulders with great vigor. Then Mrs. 
Hyland sailed in to assist, and before 
he knew it Holcomb was badly mixed 
up in a miscellaneous collection of fly- 
ing arms and horsewhip, while the 
blows fairly rained upon him. His tall 
silk hat, the pride of his heart, was 
tumbled unceremoniously off into the 
mud by the curb, and his clothing was 
becoming considerably the worse for 
wear. Having a cane in his hand, he 
thought to defend himself, and struck 
his former wife a hard blow on the 
neck, which soon caused a large bump 
to rise. Then he disengaged himself 
}and ran across the street, with the 
women at his heels. Thinking that the 
flying figure was an escaping wrong- 
doer, Capt.. Moody, of the Los Angeles 
Theater, caught and held Holcomb, 
when the divorced wife and Mrs. Hy- 
land agan caught up with him and put 
inafew more blows before bystanders 
Separated the combatants, and the 
much-damaged whip was returned to 
its proper owner. 

The whole cause of the trouble, as 
before mentioned, is said to have arisen 
out of the divorce case of Hyland vs. 
Hyland. Since the settlement of that 
case Mrs. Hyland has commenced pro- 
ceedings to have Holcomb disbarred, 
on the grounds that his methods are 
unprofessional. 

Mrs. Holcomb was seen last evening, 
and she denied having followed her for- 
mer husband, or of striking him firsi, 
claiming that she did not use the whip 
until he begen striking her with his 
cane. She made the following state- 
ment in regard to the affair: 

“Mrs. Hyland and I were on our way 
down toward Second street on Spring. 
Holcomb was ahead of us at the time, 
walking with a woman named Cosey. 
AS we went past him he began to call 
me names. We were going to a doc- 
tor’s office in the Stowell Block, but 
when we got to the entrance we found 
that Holcomb was close behind us. 
Mrs. Hyland stepped into the elevator, 
and Holcomb followed her. I refused 
to get in, as I was afraid he might do 
me harm. We all came’ out then 
and once more he began calling me 
names. In return [I asked him if he re- 
membered the time when he spent three 
weeks in jail in San Francisco for ob- 
taining money” under false pretenses. 
We all three then walked on down the 
street. When the Saddlerock Restau- 
ant was reached Holcomb went inside 
and we went into the art store near by. 
When we came out he was just leaving 
the restaurant and when he saw us he 
once more began insulting me. This 
time I told him that he was a brute? 
and that he had ruined more girls in 
Los Angeles than any one had any 
idea of, and as I said this he struck me 
with his cane. I tried to ward off the 
blows but before I could help myself he 
had hit me several times on the arm 
and neck. I reached for and managed 
to get a buggy-whip and used it to as 
much advantage as I could. Then some 
one in the crowd knocked him down 
and took his cane away from him and 
he ran across the street. I followec 
him, when he finally jerked the whip 
out of my hands and Capt. Moody 
caught him. Mrs. Hyland took no part 
in the trouble at all, any more than 
to take me into a drug store and help 
to have my wounds dressed. 

Several of those who witnessed the 
‘fight’ say that Holcofhb did some 
hard hitting with his fists, punishing 
quite badly one or two men who chose 
to interfere, but this report is not sub- 
stantiated.

Disagreeable Surprise for a Street 
Department Employee. 


Another [lan Mad Personated Him, Signed 
His Name and Got His Warrant 
for a Month's Wages 
Cashed. 


John Nichol, an employee in the 
street department, was surprised yes- 
terday, when he applied at the City 
Auditor's office for his warrant for De- 
cember wages, and found the warrant 
had already been drawn and paid. Fur- 
ther than this, the man who had 
drawn the warrant and secured the $52 
which it represented had represented 
himself to be John Ntchol and had 
signed that name. 

As soon as the true state of .affairs 
had become known the police were no- 


ing on the case. It is generally be- 
lieved that the man who committed the 
forgery was one who had probably at 
some time been an employee of the 
city, and had in that way come to be 
pretty thorougnly familiar with the 
routine by which the money can be pro- 
cured on demands payable from the 
city treasury. 

Mr. Nichol stated yesterday after- 
noon that he had been employed og 
the street department for a period of 
twelve months, and had drawn his 
salary for each month as soon after 
the end of the month as he was no- 
tified the money was ready. Some 
times he would get his money as early 
as on the ist or 2d of the month, and 
oecasionally it would be four or five 
days later. On Thursday of 
week he heard the money was ready, 
but being employed on a job out near 
Westlake Park, which job he wanted 
to finish that night, he thought it 
would be just as well to let the money 
lay in the city treasury for another day 
as to take the time to go after it. He 
could not recollect having said anything 
to any one about not having drawn 
his money, and could not-think of any 
means by which some one not working 
with him might have ascertained that 
the money had not yet been drgwn. 

This warrant was called for at the 
City Auditor's office shortly after noon 
on Thursday. Auditor Teale has been 
able to give a pretty good description 
of the man, whom he (Teale) remem- 
bers asking if he were Nichol. 

Deputy Treasurer Hartwell, who 
cashed the warrant, remembers dis- 
tinctly about when the man presented 
the warrant, asking him if he were 
John Nichol, to which the man replied 
that he was.

Crops and Markets. 

There has been cool weather and 
some rain since the last week's report. 
The soil has been put in good condi- 
tion for plowing, which has now com- 
menced in earnest. The indications 
are for a-heavy planting of cereals. 
In cases where the ground has been 
plowed ‘dry and grain planted, the 
rains will soon start the crop to .germi- 
nate. Early-sown grain has_ been 
greatly benefited by the rains, as pre- 
vious to them the soil was becoming 
drv. Vegetation has been revived. The 
hills begin to look green, and the 
grasses will soon offer abundant pas- 
ture. which was running short. The 
mountains are heavily covered with 
snow. which will afford a plentiful 
supply of water for irrigation next sum- 
mer. The prospects for the coming 
season are very encouraging, and 
farmers, as a rule, are well pleased 
with the outlook; in fact they are 
**jubilant.”’ 

From the San Gabriel and Pomona 
valleys it is reported that the rains 
have thoroughly saturated the ground, 
and it is in good condition. The local 
fruit stands present a handsome ap- 
pearance at this time of the year, which 
causes our Eastern visitors to vupen 
their eves in surprise. Among the 
delicacies and luxuries in the horticul- 
tural line which are exposed for sale, 
may be mentioned green peas, string 
beans. cauliflower, strawberries, rasp- 
berries, guavas and many other pro- 
ducts which in the East are only raised 
under glass at this time of the year. 
The shipment of winter’ vegetables to 
the East and North continues to as- 
sume increasing importance. Especially 
is this the case with celery, cabbage 
and cauliflower. As already mentioned 
in The Times, the shipment of celery 
from Orange county has become a 


leading feature of the horticultural in- 


dustry in that section. In the statistics 
published in the New Year's issue of 
The Times it was shown thatthe ex- 
ports of California vegetables in 1893 
exceeded 110,000,000 pounds, or 55,000 
tons, or 5500 carloads of ten tons each. 
This is a remarkable showing for an 
industry which is as yet only in its 
infancy. It is evident that our 
vegetable shipments 


of fruit. As it is the orange ship- 
ments last season were only a thousand 
earloads more than those of vegetables. 
Of these 5500 carloads quite a large pro- 
portion went from Southern California, 
including, as already stated, 188 car- 
loads of celery from one district of 
Orange county. Southern California is 
specially adapted to the i 


sections vegetables are shipped not only 
to the East. but also to the Northern 
markets about Christmas time and 
tor some period afterward, until the 
earliest spring vegetables are ready in 
that section. This industry depends 
largely upon the question of transpor- 
tation rates. The railroads have of late 
displayed considerable liberality in this 
direction. If they will maintain this 
policy there is no reason why the 5500 
carloads of vegetables exported from 
the State in 1893 should not become 50,- 
000 carloads within a very few years. 

Some oranges are being shipped East, 
chiefly by commission houses. but the 
demand is comparatively light, the 
Eastern market being well supplied 
from Florida, which fruit is at this 
lime of the year sweeter than ours, 
consequently more popular with con- 
sumers. Some sensation has been 
caused by the fact that a prominent 
orange-grower of Highlands, who is a 
director in the orange-growers’ organi- 
zation, has arranged to ship all his 
fruit through a local commisgion house. 
As stated last week. the growers of 
Redlands and Highlands have declined 
to join the organization, claiming that 
the quality of their fruit is such that 
they are always able to obtain top 
prices without the aid of any organiza- 
tion. 


There is considerable speculation at | 


present as to what the orange crop of 
this season will be. The Chronicle in 
its estimate, which was republished in 
the New Year's Times, figures the crop 
at 9000 carloads. This is probably much 
too high and 7500 would be nearer the 
mark. Much, however, depends on the 
state of the weather. If we have much 
rain and wind storms it will interfere 
With shipments, while if the weather 
rules fair they will be larger. Budded 
fruit this year is a heavy crop: seed- 
lings are light on the coast but at 
Riverside there is reported to be a 
heavy crop of this variety. As show- 


Ing what an immense increase in orange : 


shipments we may expect during the 
next couple of years it may be men- 
tioned that while the shipments from 
Rialto in San Bernardirio county will 
this season amount to three carloads, a 
prominent resident of that section es- 
timates the crop of the following sea- 
son at over a thousand carloads. Dur- 
ine the next few years a very large 
area of orange groves will come‘into 
bearing that were planted between 1887 
and 1890 when there was great activity 
in this line. ; 

The orange-growers’ organization is 
still confining its shipments chiefly to 
Pacific Coast points but promises soon 
to branch out into the Eastern market. 
It is doubties better to go a little slow 
with Eastern shipments as our oranges 
are at present quite sour to the aver- 

Eastern taste which has been used 
to Florida fruit. The opinions of a 
number of Hastern dealers were given 
fit length on this subject last week. 
They are unanimous in recommending 
that shipments be deferred until the 
Truit becomes sweet.

A correspondent writes to ask if it fs 
not the duty of the inspector of fruit 
pests to examine lemons that are ex- 
posed for sale on the fruit stands.

It certainly is the duty of the city 
inspector to make such examination. 
We have spoken to him on the sub- 
ject, and he assures us that he. keeps 
as close a watch as possible of fruit 
that is offered for sale in the city. 
that it is by. no 
means an easy job for one mah to per- 
form. In the first place there are somé 
three’ hundred fruit stands and fruit 
peddlers scattered over a city which 
contains over thirty square miles of 
territory. Then, again, it is the habit 
of many dealers to dip their lemons, 
so that friit which is apparently in- 
fested with, scale is really only covered 
with dead shells of the pests. Again 
many growers who pack 
scaly fruit at the bottom of the box 
and put a little clean fruit at the top, 
a tedious and difficult 
operation to detect the infected fruit. 
The city inspector further calls atten- 
tion to the fact that it is of little use 
to keep close watch over infected fruit 
in theity as long as peddlers are per-

‘gtatistics of the growth of the banana 
tvade in that /city. It eppears that. it, 


nanas were brought from New Orleans 
to Pittsburgh by a Mississippi pilot. 
They were exhibited in the confectioners’ 
windows, but people did not care to buy 
them, and most’ of them rotted. The 
prige was against them as was _ the 
cage with pineapples. Ten years after- 
ward a taste for the banana sprang up, 
and one dealer boasted of having dis- 
posed of seventy-five bunches in a 
week. Now one firm sells 400 carloads, 
each” cdntaining from 350 to 400 
bunches, in the course of a year. In- 
creased demand led to increased supply. 
A few years ‘ago an American settled 
at the port of Limon, in Costa Rica. 
He conceived the idea of building a 
railroad from tha’ port to San Jose, 
and, having little mone: e hit upon 
the idea of providing funds for the en- 
terprise ‘by raising bananas for the 
American market. He leased an enor- 
mous tract of level land, 
from the shore toward the mountains, 
and planted it in bananas. He chartered 
a small steamer to carry his fruit to 
New Orleans. The end of the enter- 
prise was that he built his road, which 
runs through ten or twelve miles of 
banana forest, and is probably many 
times a millionaire. 

In building up.a market for Califor- 
nia fruit at the East it is not neces- 
sary to educate the taste of the peo- 
ple. Every resident of that section is 
familiar with the pear, the peach and 
the plum, the’ grape and the apricot, 
but they can be educated. to consume a 
much larger quantity of these whole- 
some fruits than they do. There is no 
reason why the workmen of New York 
and Qhicago should not eat as much 
fruit as the Californian does, This they 
-will do when they get used to it and 
find that it is as cheap as any other 
form of food, and much more whole- 
some than most kinds. Its reputation is 
already established. At the fruit stores 
in New York fruit from the Gulf 
States and West India Islands is sold 
under the name of California fruit 
as California wine is sold | under 
the ' name of French wine. The 
problem of the hour is to systematize 
the trade here so that we shall send 
100,000 .carloads of fruit every year 
across the mountains and lay it down 
in the Eastern cities at a price» which 
shall be within the reach of all purses— 
say at 7 to 10 cents per pound at re- 
tail. 

Chicago, with the markets which de- 
pend on it, took 2000 carloads of Cali- 
fornia fruit this year. This seems really 
very little when it is remembered that 
Chicago contains a million people and 
is surrounded by thriving and populous 
towns and villages. Doctors tell us that 
ripe fruit, eaten in moderation, is an 
an:idote to many of the diseases which 
afflict humanity. Captains of sailing 
ships of long sea voyages find that an 
ailing crew will be restored to health 
by a supply of fruit. People who live 
on meat and grain suffer from a variety 
of diseases if they cannot obtain the 
acid and sucrose of fruit. And of all 
the forms of diet which hygiene recom- 
mends fruit is the most palatable. Those 
who have observed in the Northeastern 
States the avidity with which children 
devour. hard, tasteless apples can easily 
figure how. welcome a supply of juicy, 
luscious California pears and plums and 
grapes would be in households. 

One often hears that fruit-growing 
has been overdone in this State. This 
fallacy has arisen from the fact that 
we have only concerned ourselves about 
one end of the business; the other ena 
we have left to providence. Quite as 
important as the growing of fruit is the 
knowing what to do with it when It is 
grown. Barely half a dozen years have 
elapsed since the first systematic at- 
tempts were made to organize ship- 
ments of green fruit to the East. In 
those half dozen years so — progress 
has been made that this year not mucn 
less than 100,000,000 pounds were ex- 
ported from California to the Middle 
and Atlantic States, and this. is only 
the beginning. As the fruit unions go 
on extending their ramifications it will 
be found not that the production of 
fruit has been overdone, but that we 
are unable to supply the demand with- 
o1t an ‘annual increase of our fruit 
acreage. 


At the Exneriment Station. 

(Chino Champion:) A visit to the 
United States experiment station the 
first of the week found Superintendent 
Mills, with his coat off, busily at work 
among the trees, plants and shrubs, 
with which he seems to be perfectly at 
home. 

He is now preparing for the proper 
ornamentation of the grounds in front 
of the house. This is being spaded 
deeply, and will be sowed to lawn, with 
ornamental trees and shrubs, many of 
them rare, unique and beautiful, scat- 
tered abott. The space between the 
residence and the reservoir is also be- 
ing graded and plowed, and will be de- 
voted to experiments with ornamental 
stock of various ki:ds, which wiil be 
sent here this winter. This wili give 
the station a much neater and cleaner 
appearance, and more in accordance 
with the manner in which a govern- 
ment institution, especially one _ to 
which people look for a model in honie- 
keeping, should appear. 

Mr. Mis says the linnets have been 
‘busy lately destroying the fruit buds 
on the almond and apricot trees. He 
thinks this may have been the cause of 
light fruitage on some trees the past 
season. He will probably take some 
steps to circumvent the depredations 
of these birds. and, if he is successful in 
this, we hope to give: his methods to 

The sweet. potatoes, of which twenty- 
one varieties were grown, are harvested 
and stored, some having been sent to 
Prof. Hilgard for inspection. These 
potatoes are of varieties, some from 
the Southern States and some’ from 
foreign countries. Mr. Mills courte- 
ously gave us a sample of the Creole 
or sugar variety, the Dog River, the 
vineless, the yellow nansemond, the 
golden skin,’ the early golden, the 
Southern queen and the New Jersey. 
These are all of very superior texture 
and flavor. The Creole, especially, is 
of fine flesh, bakes dry, and is very 
sweet. The Dog River is a fine-grained, 
sweet potato. The yellow nansemond 
and Southern queen varieties are most 
excellent, being of smooth flesh and 
having a superb favor. If anybody 
hereabouts intends to plant sweet po- 
tatoes next spring: we advise them to 
consult» with Mr. Mills as to varieties, 
as there are sweet potatoes and sweet 
potatoes. Mr. Mills is a courteous g@n- 
tleman,. always ready to give any in- 
formation in his power. He made a 
specialty of agricultural chemistry 
while in the State University, and has 
had practical experience in handling 
trees and farm products. We look for 
the station to do good work under his 
care. | 


Some Experience With Mr. Heintz. 

Messrs. Hammon and Alexander of 
the Rio Bonito nurseries, Biggs, Butte 
county, write as follows im regard to 
their experience with C. M. Heintz of 
the Rura).Californian who has been 
publishing statements to the effect that 
they have sold trees affected with root 
knot. Messrs, Hammon and Alexander 
inclose strong indorsements from the 
northern part of the State as to their 
standing as nurserymen: 

“Believing the people of Southern 
California and yourselves are ready to 
say fair play to a legitimate business 
that is being established in your com, 
munity, please permit us to say that 
not until we felt the effects of the con- 
tinued copying of this contemptible libel 
of our nurseries and the comments of 
the press where we are not established 
and well-known, also the capital some 
nurserymen are making out of it to 
prejudice the. tree-planting public 
against our trees, and who might be in 
better ‘business, have we felt inclined 
to make public the animus of that 
article. We have only to refer to the 
April (1892) number of the Rural Cali- 
“fornjan, p. 20, to show that C. M. 
Heintz never obtained a tree from our 
Rio’ Bonito nurseries at Biggs, Cal. We 
aid not begin planting seed here until 
‘the winter and spring of 1891, and, as 
it takes two years to mature a crop of 
nursery trees, it will be seen that we 
could not possibly ship trees, one year 
from bud, before the winter of ‘92-3.

office: soliciting business for Nis Journal; 
at the same time wanted to sell some 
trees for “us on commission. Terms 
were agreed upon’ and he sent us three 
small orders and ordered. 500 almond 
trees for a prospective customer’ The 
trees were accordingly - shipped to 
Rialto, Caj., April 4, 1892, upon the re- 
ceipt of which Mr. Heintz reports April 
1l ‘that the weather had turned so hot 
that it was unfavorable for planting.’ 
but the three small orders had bgen 
accepted and he would have the almond 
trees set out for us in nursery Frow 
and sell some future time. April “44 
Mr. Heintz writes: 
trees are very much dried up, but we 
are giving them all the water we. can.’ 
April 21 he writes again: ‘The 500 
almond trees look bad but hope with 


plenty of water they will be. O.K. 
Mail to me a full statement and 
oblige. 

(Signed.) ‘Cc. M. HEINTZ." 


“April 28, 1892, we wrote Mr. Heintz, 
inclosing statement, as requested, at 
the same time releasing /him from all 
charge for trees that he could not dis- 
pose of. From all that had been writ- 
ten relative to the 500 almond trees, 
we considered them as lost, and only 
waited for a settlement of accounts to 
adjust the matter. Nothing more was 
said or written with reference to these 
trees until June, 1893, when Mr 
Heintz writes us that 96 per cent. of 
the almond trees he purchased from 
us in the spring of 1892 were infested 
with root knot, and demanded $600 
damages, with threats that if it was 
not immediately forthcoming Wwe would 
suffer a write-up in his journal. Never 
having sold him any trees for 
his own planting, we chose the latter 
If anything had been done with .those 
almond trees at all we would suppose 
they were still in nursery row at our 
expense, but it appears’ not, for 
immediately after condemning the trees 
as being dried up, unfit to plant. and 
the weather very ot, Mr. Heintz 
plants these same trees on some very 
valuable land. so ne claims. If Mr. 
Heintz's statements are to be relied 
upon in any instance, he must have 
planted the trees condemned by him. 
self, in an orchard on his own rand, for 
his own benefit, after being released 
from the purchase price of them April 
2. We cannot understand now how 
a man of any intelligence would pre- 
sume to take such a risk. There is, 
too, @ very singular feature in this mat- 
ter. Those trees had no root knots on 
them at all when shipped 
from our nurseries in Ala- 
meda county none were dis- 
covered when being planted in. his 
orchard by Mr. Heintz. We refused to 
submit to such blackmail, whereupon 
Mr. Heintz begins his threatening ar- 
ticles with the September, 1893, num- 
ber of his journal, headed: ‘To Our 
Patrons, Pp. 483. Fearing we would 
not tane notice of this article he apear- 
ed at our Oakland office in person and 
demanded a settlement of his claim, 
threatening a dire vengance on our 
business and the bodies of our repre- 
Sentatives if we refused. We leave 
it with Mr. Heintz to state how he suc- 
ceeded. Spectators say, however, that 
when Mr. Heintz left our office his 
coat-tails were at right angles with his 
body. The final result of this unpleas- 
ant matter is the... article by 
Heintz given above.: Is it not 
singular that the only calamity of the 
Kind Heiniz complains of or that ‘has 
ever been heard of in California should 
should have fallen upon a journalist 
with not very good standing in His 
own community? Now, if Mr. Heintz 
has been telling the truth he has just 
cause for legal action against us for 
damages and should prosecute them. 
We are responsible business men, which 
fact can be easily verified by inquiry 
at the banks of Oakland or Biggs. 
To indulge in such vindictive libel af- 
ter a failure at blackmail is very apt 
to act as a boomerang, is not business-

an acre of potatoes. As soon as the 
popular taste is educated up to its use, 
‘we may expect “‘callas”’ to be a feature 
in the general market reports. 


The New York market is principally 
supplied with poultry from the West- 
ern States, Indiana probably sending 
out, to this market and to many others, 
more poultry than any other State tn 
the Union: But Michigan; Illinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Ohio and Kansas also 
furnish much poultry for Eastern mar- 
kets. New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
Sylvania, Maryland and Delaware also 
furnish a part of the supply, some 
parts of Long Island and New Jersey 
also having many large poultry farms. 
Long Island has a number of farms, on 
each of which from 5000 to 20,000 ducks 
are raised each year for market. 

A Foolish Prejudice. 

(Poultry Keeper:) It has been claimed 
that incubator-hatched chicks are in- 
ferior to those hatched and raised in 
the, natural manner, and that they are 
not suitable for breeding purposes. 
Such supposition arises from ignorance. 
There cannot possibly be any difference. 
If a chick is hatched, it comes into the 
world fully endowed by nature to main- 
tain its existence, no matter what the 
method of hatching may be. But after 
it is hatched, everything depends upon 
the care. We have seen incubator 
chicks superior to those hatched under 
hens, as also the reverse. They are, 


when matured, equal as breeders in 
every respect. 


Fattening Fowls Rapidly. 

(American Cultivator:) The finest fat 
fowls are not made so by being allowed 
to run at large, however liberally they 
may be fed. They will, if allowed ex- 
ercise, work off flesh and fat very 
nearly as fast as it is put on to them. 
This slow fattening does not make so 
tender meat as that which is put on 
rapidly. To do this best the « fowls 
should be kept in small, open, slatted 
boxes, but in a dark place, and only 
brought into the light when fed. After 
a few days the appetite fails and the 
fowls are then stuffed by hand with a 
mixture of corn and oatmeal, in which 
are some pieces of mutton fat. A box 
of gravel should be kept within reach 
and the fowls will help themselves to 
all of this they need. Ten to twelve 
days are enough with such feeding: to 
make fowls fatter than they are often 
Seen in market. 


Money in Poultry. , 

California farmers and fruit-growers 
have not yet all learned how to make 
poultry pay a good profit, though there 
is ample room for the expansion of the 
poultry business in this State.

The Dairy, an English journal, is now 
engaged in oe the advantages 
of washed and unwashed butter. There 
is little doubt that too much washing 
injures the flavor, and the Danish buat- 
ter-makers, whose product controls 
the English market, get all the butter- 
milk from the batter by repeated pres- 
sure. It requires much work, while 
getting rid of the buttermilk by wash. 


In this countrv there are few who do 
not wash butter. Mosc of them con- 
sider it essential in fitting it for long 
keeping. The contrary opinions by 
many English dairymen will perbaps 
set our own butter-makers to thinking. 


Practical Hints. 

(Exchange:) Some housewives think 
that when they first embark in winter 
butter-making in the modern way 
the possession of an expensive lot of 
milk and cream utensils is the tirst 
thing necessary. They imagine that 
the use of these will be asort of a guar- 
antee that their butter will sell for 25 
cents per pound. Thesame spirit ani- 
mates them which does amateur - poul- 
try-raisers, who surround themselves at 
once with a fine breed ofs fowls, with- 
out knowing the first principles of mak- 

ow let me impress on your mind 
that there are certain first principles of 
butter-making which it is more impor- 
tant should be stored in the brain dase 
how to manage patent cream-raisers. 
Get these principles mentally anchored 
first and side issues can be learned 
afterward. 

Cream-raisers, churns and butter- 
workers of the most improved patterns 
are always to be approved of, but their 
true value lies in their beiny used by 
experienced hands. Never purchase an | 
expensive cairy outfit in the beginning 
unless especial inducemeni» warrant it. . 
_Learn dairy principles as an initia- 
tory, even if you have to cream milk in 
tin pans, and make butter in eau old- 
fashioned stone churn. Do not sigh for 
a baby seperator, but skim the cream 
from the pans before the milk gets lop- 
ypered. Cream that is of the right

Every time the cold wihter weather 
relaxes, and: we get u warm, spring-like 
dav or two, donot relax in your atten- 
tion tothe cows. The weather is de: 
ceiving, and mav turn sharply cold and 
catch your cattle in an exposed situa- 
tion. 

Probably over balf of the cows in the 
land are housed in stablesthat are made 
warmer in winter by the accumulation 
of snow about tnem. A thaw sweeps 
the snow away, anda hard subsequent 
freeze-up is keenly felt by the animals 
inside. 

Moral: Depend on something more 
certain and substantial than snow bank. 
ing to keep the stable warm.

Experiment$ made at the Danish sta- 
tions as tothe value of different kiuds 
of food fed.to hogs give the followivg 
results: 

Four hundred pounds of grain equals

Extensive Cattle Feeding. 

(Chino Champion:) The cattle feed- 
ing operations pn the Chino ranch are 
probably ®n a more extensive scale 
than many people imagine, Beef is be- 
ing turned out bere for a very large sec- 
tion of the country, extending from San 
Bernardino to Los Angeles, Mr. Gird 
himself maintaing markets in Chino, 
Ontario and Pomona. 

Mr. Gird has at present 1115 head of 
cattle at his yards south of town on 
Central avenue, These cattle are ail 
fattening we beet pulp for the market of 
Southern California this winter. From 
the silo just below the yards there are 
hauled every day about forty tons of 
beet pulp, and with this ration is fed 
from four-and a half to five tons of hay 
per day. This makes an_  aver- 
age daily ration per head of 
seventy pounds of pulp and over 
eignt pounds of hay per day. The 
pulp is hauled out of the silo and along 
the long feeding-troughs just inside the 
fence in tram cars, from Which it is 
shoveled intothe troughs. The pulp 
has preserved ina more satisfactory 
manner ibis year than last, drains hav- 
ing been fixed through the silo to draw 
off the water asit gathers at the bot- 
tom. No cover is used over the silo, 
pulp itself being put on wet and laying 
under the bot sun soon makes an imper- 
vious coating afew inches thick, be- 
neath which the pulp isin fine condi- 
tion.

The trade in oats is mostly con- 
fined to European conntries, wuere the

Kingdom takes 49,000,000; but, as 
the exports of different European coun- 
tries amount to 89,000,000 bushels, of 
which ‘Russia supplies 58,000,000, 
there are really only 8,000,000 bush- 
els annually supplied by other conti- 
nents. The world’s aggregate crop of 
oats amounts to 2,828,171,000 bush- 
els annually, asa rule the sup- 
ply and demand being closely Fox ulated 


Tht Potato Crop. 
(Américan Agriculturist:) The 
tato crop ofthe world amountsto the 
enormous quantit, of of 2,850,000,000 
bushels, by far the largest proportion 
of which is grown in Europe. 
Germany, is the greatest potato 
producing and consuming  coun-

try in the world, with an averave pfe 
duction of neariy 900,000,000 bushels 
per annum and, in vears of large pro- 
duction, exceeding 1,000,0V00,000 
bushels. Russia comes next: with a 
crop of 464,000,000 bushels, closety 
followed by Avstria-Hungary and 
France. The crop of the United States 
is small in comparison with that of 
Europe, averaging only about 170,000,- 
000 bushels which is considerably less 
than that of the United Kingdom. This 


crop does not enter largely into the . 


foreign trade of any country, the sup- 
ply grown being mainjy for home use, 
Germany, shipping than 5,000,000 
bushels annually, is ‘the heaviest ex- 
porter, and the United Kingdom. import- 
ing about the same quantity, is the heave 
iest importing country. “The aggregate 
European crops are just about enough for 
domestic requirements, the exports of 
potatoes from all European countries 
being only 700,000 bushels more than 
the total imports. Under intensive 
farming the production per acre of po. 
tatoes is very large. This is exempli- 
fied by the crops from Channel Islands, 
where an area of only 8,819 “acres fur- 
nishes 2,387,000 bushels of potatoes 
for shipmentto the United Kingdom. 
This was at the rate of 265 bushels per 
acre in addition tothe home consump- 
‘lon, and the export trave amounted to 
#484 per acre cultivated.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Reguiar Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
weather service for the week ending 
January 1, 1894: 

Cloudy weather, with general and 
good rains, prevailed the first part of 
the week, and the temperature ranging 
slightly below the averages; the latter 
part was ‘fair and somewhat warmer. 
The rains have put the soil in excellent 
condition for lowing and _ seeding, 
which is actively progressing in every 
direction and the reports indicate that 
@ large acreage will be pla#ited this sea- 
son. Early-sown grain and natural 
pasture are making a vigorous growth, 
and the hillsides are becoming covered 
with mantles of green while the moun- 
tains, but a short distance away, are 
heavily covered with snow. Following 
are detailed reports: 

San Luis Obispo—Had a nice shower 
that has set the farmers at work ir full 
force getting in their grain crops. All 
land is in fine condition for seeding 
Since the rain and it is fine weather for 
working. Light frost formed three morn- 
ings. Musick: The rainfall for the 
week amounted to 1.70 inches. 

Ventura county--Bardsdale: The past 
week was mainly clear with nights 
quite cool, no damage resulting. Two 
and a half inches of rain fell December 
27 which is of very great benefit. 

county—Compton: Rain 
to the“extent of 1.25 inches fell during 
the storm; farmers are jubilant, as the 
ground is in fine condition to plow. 
The rainfall for the season is about 
three inches. The nights have been 
frosty. Colgrove:-Sown barley is com- 
ing up nicely, and the yolunteer growth 
begins-to show also; within a week the 
hills and plains will have turned from 
brown to green. Lemon trees are 
growing vigorously, being covered with 
fresh youug shoots. . Winter vegetables 
are being shipped in considerable quan- 
tities. Rainfall for the season is 5.77 
inches. Verdugo: Rainfall for the sea- 
son 2.60 inches. The rain, not being 
particularly needed, has delayed farm 
work. Pasadena: In a heavy storm on 
the 26th and 27th 2.50 inches of rain fell, 
A, thunder-storm, with hail, which 
slightly injured strawberries, occurred 
at 4 am. on the 27th. Several frosts 
have occured, damaging tomato plants. 
Plowing has begun in earnest, and a 
greut acreage will be pyt in. Duarte: The 
week has been cool, with cloudy 
‘weather, and rain the fore part. Hail 
fell on the 27th. Rainfall for the sea- 
son 6.03 inches. Covina: The rainfall 
for the last storm amounted to about 
five inches, making a total for the sea- 
son of 6.50 inches. Frost appeared 


: Thursday night for the first time this 


aonnce and has visited Covina nightly 
nce. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: A 
larger acreage than usual is being 
seeded to grain, and the past week’s 
rain .was very acceptable. The total 
rainfall for the season up to January 
1 is 6.60 inches, and is above the aver- 
age. About four carloads of oranges 
have been shipped, but the fruit is 
green yet.. Chino: The _ rainfall has 
been just 6 inches far the season. The 
ground is in splendid condition for 
plowing, and work is being carried on 
rapidly. 

- South Riverside: The early grain is 
looking well. Barley and wheat seed- 
ing is the order of the day. 

Orange county—Tustin: The rainfall 
of the past week was 2.25 inches, being 
of great value to pasture, grain and 
orchard land alike. Oranges are ripen- 
ing slowly, the crop will be consider- 
ably less than last year as it is an off 
year for seedlings. 

San Diego county—Escondido: - Re-

The following brief statement of the 
facts of the case has been prepared by 
& number of leading property-owners 
in the district who object to this im- 
provement as at present proposed. 

“We wish to call your attention to 
the following facts concerning the pro- 
posed Temple-street cut: 

‘First—There never has been a peti- 
tion signed by a majority of the frant- 
age of the assessment district filed in 
favor of this measure. : 

“Second—There has been filed the 
written protest of nearly 10.000 feet 
more than a majority Se the frontage 
of this district against any further 
proceedings. 

“Third—The whole frontage in this 
district is stated by the City Engineer 
to be 158.250 feet; whereas when the 
matter was first discussed it was stated 
by the advocates of the measure that 
there was a frontage of 260.000 -t® 300.- 
000 feet. This is admitted in a revort 
to the City Council by the City Alttor- 
ney. This fact alone is a very material 
— as it doubles the cost to each front 
oot. . 

‘“Fourth—The damages and costs have 
now reached the enormous sum of 
$133.514 and to this must be added an 
amount sufficient to cover all the 
legal expenses of the measure, the in- 
cidentals and expense of assessment 
and collection and the further cost of 
renewing the sewer connections in this 
district. A very modest estimate of 
these will bring the total to at least 
$150,000, and this is the sum estimated 
as the probable cost by the City At- 
torney in his report to the Council in 
July, 1892. It will probably amount to 
very much more. ; 

“Fifth—To meet this cost by a unl- 
form assessment over the whole district 
will require a rate of $1 per front foot 
at least. There are thousands ofe feet 
in this district that would svarcely 
bring more than this. To grade the 


which will make it light on the remoter 
parts of this district necessitates a cor- 
responding increase on some _ other 
property. 

“Sixth—If an ad valorem basis of as- 
sessment is adopted the great burden 
is equally apparent. A careful exam- 
ination of the Assessor's records shows 
that the total assessed valuation of the 
land in this district amounts to only 
about $1,883,794. The rate necessary on 
this valuation to raise $150,000 is 8 per 
cent. The Main-street frontage of 2045 
feet is valued at about $716,075, and at 
8 per cent. would, have to pay $67,286. or 
an average fiont foot assessment of 
$29. While the Spring-strcet frontage of 
532 feet would be subject to a frunt- 
foot average rate of about $52. 

‘“Seventh—Broadway, which is equal- 
ly interested in this matter, is not in 
the district at all and does not pay one 
cent. 
| “Bighth—This work was proposed 
several years ago since wuich time the 
whole financial situation ‘has. been 
changed, and many who were able to 
pay then are utterly unable now. These 
facts, taken together with the facts as 
stated by the City Attorney in his report 
of July, 1892, that the cost was then 
estimated at about one-half what it now 
amounts to, and the frontage is now 
found to be only about one-half of what 
was then claimed, thus increasing the 
amount that each individual must pay 
by four times, makes, in our judgment, 
a su‘ticient reason for granting the 
prayer of the very great majority of 
the property interested that the further 
proceedings be abandoned. 

**Ninth--The parties are so numerous, 
the interests so diver:e, and the pro- 
ceedings so complicated, ihat if the 
matter is carried on the inevitable ef- 
fect will be litigation. This means de- 
lay for years, and in the meantime this 
beautiful section is still further de- 
preciatied. if. in the meantime, the as- 
sessment is levied, that portion th. t ts 
collected wil! be held in the City treas- 
ury idle awaiting the outcome, 

“The technical objection made 
to the protests now before you, 
that. they are out of time is 
hardly to be seriously considered; 
there was a tacit understanding 
some months since that in accordance 
with the suggestion of the City Attor- 
ney itn his report of July, 1892, the 
people of the district should be allowed 
to express their views, and if ua majority 
were found against it, the proceedings 
would be abandoned. This is the rea- 
son these protests are before you. 

“This is not merely a ward matter, 
but is seriously affecting a whole sec- 
tion of the city. And the people who

~ This statement is certainly a very 
foreible and striking presentation of the 
facts in this case, and unless it can be 
refuted by the other side should cer- 
tainly have weight with the City Coun- 
cil. It is further claimed by those who 
object to this undertaking that it was 
originated and is being pushed by per- 
sons most of whom either have little 
or no property interests within § the 
district, or else are interested directly 
or indirectly in the very heavy damages 
which have been awarded, amounting 
in some cases tc more than the actual 
cash value of the property thus favored. 

There would. be little or no objection 
to a reasonable cut of six feet at 
Bunker Hill avenue, filling the earth 
taken out from the top of the hill tnto 
the cut below. Such an improvement 
would be comparatively -inexpensive 
and at the same time would make a 
difference of twelve feet of grade in the 
hill. The proposed cut of fifteen feet 
would, however, not only be very ex- 
pensive, but would practically revo- 
lutionize the grade of a large number of 
streets. Meantime, as stated in The 
Times last week, the uncertainty in re- 
gard to this improvement acts in the 
nature of a cloud upon the title of all 
property within the district, d it. is 
impossible to effect sales except at a 
ruinous sacrifice. Should this improve- 
ment be ordered against the wishes of 
a majority o* the property-owners it is 
admitted that the matter would at once 
be carried into the courts involving 
protracted litigation, lasting probably 
for years, and thus practically taking 
alt this property out of the market.

(io the Editor of The Times:) I 
have noticed from time to time ar- 
ticles in The Times on the subject of 
the proposed Land Title Act, some to 
the point but_others evidently written 
by persons having some private inter- 
est in retaining the present system 
or who did not know whereof.they 
speak. Now as this matter is one of 
consideraLie importance to the coun- 
try at large I take the liberty of ask- 
ing for space in your columns for a 
short letter on the subject | 

i have been recently practicing law 
in Toronto, Canada, where a system of 
land titles is in operation similar to 
that proposed for this country,. and 
during the last four years have had al- 
most daily practice under some yart of 
that act. My experience has taugit 
me that the act is an unqualified suc- 
cess and that the system is so simple 
and free from legal technicalities as 
to quickly appeal to the people in 
general and cause its universal adop- 
tion in the near future. 

The sysiem shortly, is this: 

An applicant for registration pre- 
sents his petition to the Master of 
Titles, who should be a skilled real- 
estate lawyer. The pet.iion sets out 
the nature and condition of ap licant’s 
title and a full abstract of ali instru- 
ments affecting the title, the title-deeds 
and other evidences of title being also 
produced. The master thereupon makes 
the same examination of title that 
any searcher of titles would make on 
preparing titles for a purchaser under 
the present systcm and p.ocures such 
conveyances or releases and takes such 
evidence as he may deem necessary 
ty perfect title. Appeals may be taken 
from his rulings to the Superior Court. 

The title having been perfected the 
applicant is required to deposit in 
court !-4 per cent. of the value of the 
prope ‘ty to indemnify the State 
a ainst loss in the event of the title 
being afterward found imperfect. 

The master thereupon numbers the 
of land and enters its num- 
ber and description in a docket stat- 
ing who ts the owner a.d the qualifi- 
cations of his title if any. ‘Lhe aypli- 
cant’s title ae it appears by this entry 
is guaranteed by the State, and in the 
event of defect being. found the per- 
son injured has his remedy against 
the State. 

of transfer to another 
as owner. the conveyance is examined 
by the master and, if found correct, 
entry of the new name is mcde, and 
the name of the former owner ruled 
out. 

Should a mortgage or lease be cre- 
ated, an entry is made similar to that 
in case of tra sfer. When the mort- 
gage is satisfied or the lease expired, 
the whole is ru! d out.. 

Agreements, mechanic's liens and in- 
struments of that «iass are entered in 
the form of a caution, and ruled out as 

oon as satisfied. 

If any instrument is improperly e: 
tered against a- parcel, or any questioi: 
arises, application ‘wiay be made to the 
master, the parties heard, and the in- 
strument disposed of by his order. 

If part of a parcel is sold or con- 
veyed, entry_of that fact is made and 
a new parc! numbered and opened for 
the part sold. ; 

Executions are entered in a separate 
alphabetical index kept for that pur- 
pore, and do not appear in the dockets. 
They also are ruled out on satisfaction. 

Certificates of title are issued 
owners on application. showing in the 
space of usually less than one page the 
exact state of title AS these certifi- 
cates must be returned and extended 
on each disposition of the property, 
‘they can always 
ing the present title. 

The benefits of such a system are ap- 
parent. 

Any person of ordinary intclligence 
can, by inspection of the dockéts, ascer- 
tain in a few minutes, the exact state 
of title. 

The system is inexpensive by rea- 
son of its simplicity. The whole work 
of the Toronto office is done by a 
master, his deputy and two clerks. 

Compare this with the prerent com- 
plicated machinery of .the Recorder's 
office and of the abstract companies. 
The saving in time and expense wouid 
be enormous. 

I should state further that registra- 
tion under this act is not made com- 
pulsory, and.the old system is still in 
farce there But the advantages of the 
new system have been acknowledged 
generally. and are being rapidly taken 
advantage of.

EAST FIRST-STREET WIDENING. 

When the matter for this department 
was prepared last week it appeared as 
if the much-debated question of widen- 
ing East First street, between Main and 
Los Angeles, had been disposed of once 
for all. Such, however, is not the case, 
the project having come up in another 
shape. The new ordinance reduces the 
extra width of the street from ten to 
eight feet and fixes a different district 
of assessment, extending on First street 
from Alameda to Hill, both sides of 
Main street and half way to Setond 
street, and north of First street half 
way to Requena street on the east side 
and hajf way to Court street on the 
west side. It also includes that part of 
Los Angeles street extending for 


distance of a half block northerly a 


southerly from First street. It will 
now be in order to prepare another pro- 
test and then we presume the question 
will be taken into the courts to judge 
by the manner in which parties inter- 
ested talk at present. Unless a wave of 
common sense Sweeps over the prop- 
erty-owners of this section there ap- 
pears to be little hope for the carrying 
out of this important and necessary 
improvement. If once good buildings 
are allowed to go up on the north side 
of First street, between Main and Los 
9ngeles, it will then bé too late to t: k 
about this improvement, which couid 
now be accomplished for 10 per cent of 
what it would cost after the block shall! 
have been improved. 
THIRD-STREET TUNNEL. 

While the Temple-street property- 
owners are protesting against a big cut 
on that street, and while a small gang 
of men are slowly diggive& small cut 
in the First-street hill. the Third-street 
people are again coming to the front 
with a project) for a tunnel on that 
street. The City Engineer has been in- 
siructed by the Council to present an 
ordinance for such an improvement. 
Jt is. stated that the new plan will be 
much less expensive than those which 
have previously. been submitted Pre- 
vious estimates for width have been 
for for.y feet, while the present plan 
provides for only thirty-two feet; also 
for only one sidewalk instead of two. 
It. is believed that there and several 
other contemplated changes will reduce 
the estimated cost from $150,000 to $100,. 
0v0 or - less. re_is no reason why 
both the First-street and Third-street 
openings should not go through, if the 
people will show a _ little enterprise. 
There certainly ought to be some easy
